To 'succeed well' the farmer must have 


all needed.help at.call and thenecessary 
tools-of the most-convenient kind.' If 
we cut in '.the: morning, we do not ex- 
pect to get it-in shook' or mow till next. 
day.1 Our advice is not to cut till the 
dew is off. If we .have a tedder, and 
every farmer- that makes clover hay 
should bavo one, we can hasten tha. 
work by starting; tlie mower before tho 
dew is all' off" and1'following at onco 
with the tedder. .It will 'dry. quicker.by- 
being tossed ia'the air than. it" will 
standing uncut. We have taken clover 
in the swath, wet with rain, that if-uh-: 
disturbed would not havo dried'before 
noon, and by starting, tho tedder_early- 
in tho morning havo it dry aud in tho 
.barn the same day, and a desirable 
quality of hay at that. "If we must/have 
•'clover wot with rain' after it is cut, we 
prefer to" havo it.w.ot in. the swath 
rather than in the windrows • or shock. 


Our usual plan after, wo mako a start 


is to out in the evening .what we can 
euro and put in windrows or shock the 
next day. The next day after" putting in 
the windrow or shock, and as' soon as 
the dew is off, the windrows or shocks— 
or both—should be opened out - to the 
free circulation of the air and heat of 
the sun. -If the day is favorable, about 
10'o'clock it will be safe to put in tha 
barn or stack. It can bo piit in a tight 
barn when containing a greater per cent 
of mcisfcure and havo it come out good 
hay than it can with safety bo put ia 
the stack.

Clover hay cannot be too dry to store 


in the mow. It may be too dry to ban 
dlo without loss of leaves and some 
stems, "but if put in the mow in this 
condition we know it will come out 
good hay. On tho other hand, it is easy 
to err in judgment as to the amount of 
moisture it may safely contain when 
stored. Foreign moisture, rain or dew, 
is much more detrimental than, that nat- 
urally belonging to the plant. If once 
wetwich rain, it is not safo to put damp 
wisps in mow or ftack, thixiking that 
the surrounding hay will absorb the 
moisture, for it will not 
The damp 


hay will come out moldy and'unfit for 
use.To havo clover cured1 as dry grass it 
must ba cut when in full bloom, but un- 
less tho weather, is most favorable it is 
very difficult to cure at this stage. If 
necessary to use a tedder and tho sun is 
hot, all the leaves will be whipped off. 
Two or three, days • later, when a few 
heads have begun to brown, it will be 
found much easier to cure. 
The leaves 


svill not burn up so easily and be lost in 
handling: In our own work we prefer 
to lose some of tho grass nature and cut 
a littlo later than to havo so much 
trouble in curing when cut so green. 


EIow to Work Out a June Grftsa Sod. 
In answer to" a correspondent who 


plowed a June grass sod this spring and 
tried, with unsatisfactory results, to get 
it into shape to plant to corn or pota- 
toes, The -American Cultivator says: 
Thoro was not tinno for it to rot down 
sufficiently.' June grass is really a first 
cousin to quack grass and very nearly as 
hard to manage. Tho best way to work 
it out is to fall plow and let the frost 
pulverize tho furrows, sifting out'fine 
soil, and breaking and destroying many 
of tho roots. If you will then begin with 
the first warm days" of spring to culti- 
vate the furrows with ft spring tooth 
drag, tho 'old sod will be made into a 
mellow seed bed.

I being particularly beneficial to invalids, 
I'though It is naturally more bracing In 
! the mountains, and objects ot marvel- 
ous beauty abound .on every side. 
The country has a- luxuriantly fertile 


I soil and such slight drawbacks as earth- 
! quakes and volcanoes. But, then, the 


j islands are ot volcanic formation, the
